‘Supply Of Raw Materials For 
Payment In Finished Goods 


Berlin, Oct. 13.—A Special United States Com- 
mission headed by Mr George Edward Allen, official 
‘of the State Department and Director of Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, has arrived in Berlin to 
negotiate economic, exchanges with German industry. 
‘” The exchanges, it was stated, will be on the basis of the 
supply by the United States of raw materials such as cotton, 
wool and Ieather against payment in the finished product to 
be sold in the world market. The principle has been adopted 
for many months by the. Russians except that Russia can 
herself absorb every possible quantity of the goods.and need. 
not offer them for sale in the world market and it would 
appear that the Americans have decided to emulate the 
Russians and draw whatever profits are possible from 
* Germany's industry in their zone. .

Eight years after the birth of 
Volupuk, Esperanto wna 
by Dr Znomenof, a Polish Oculist. 
It.is bullt up from Indo-European 
¢lements, moatly Latin and Teutonic, 
Although It .has gained considerable 
fuvour throughout the world it still 
locks ‘universnl acceptance and hos 
not mnde much progress during the 
past 20 years. The above have 
been the most ambitious attempts 
to form a universal artificial Inngu- 
age, but there have been. many 
others such as Ido, produced by a 
group of breakaway Esperanto 
students, There are also Solresol, 
based on music, and Timerio, found- 
ed on numbers. These are but a 
few of many such attempts, none 
of which has achieved any satisfy- 


ing measure of success. 


Basio English 

Owing to the influence of Anglo 
Soxon trade throughout the world, 

nglish to-day is becoming necepted 
more und more ns the International 
lnnguage, and fn order to simplify 
it for international use Professor C. 
K. Ogden has created Basic. English, 
which fs a remarkable achievement 
in slmplicity. Its vocabulary con- 
tains only 850 words; 600 of these 
are nouns and there are‘only 18 
verbs, nll of which are of the slm- 
plest form. There Is an Increasing 
demand amongst English people to 
have it established os the interna- 
tional Janguage.. These who desire 
this are surely unmindful of national 
prejudices, All past attempts at 
finding an aeceptable universal lan- 
Kuage have fulled and must Inevitably 
fail because they do not satisfy tho 
peculiar psychotogical aspects of the 
problems which they essay to salve. 

Woven into Man's behaviour Is an 
emotional complex which is termed 


n sentiment, Man although possessing 


intelligence finds it universally shack- 
ted by emotional urges. We fight and 
work not because we are intellec- 
tually’ compelicd to do so, but be- 
cause we feel that we must fight for 
our country and work for the welfare 
of our families.

National Resentment ; 
If now we view the problem of the 
universal language Jn the mirror of 
psychology we will see that the 
citizen of any country has been asked 
to discard his national language senti- 
ment without recelving any ‘adequate 
return. Esperanto js interesting to 
those who are philologically minded, 
but It does not foster the sentiment of 
any individual's own nutionallty. If 
scrious nttempts were made to in- 
stitute Basic English os the inter- 
national auxiliury language It would 
inevitably soon become an anathema 
amongst most non-English-speaking 
peoples. We -have discussed this 
question frecly with many foreigners. 
They all will resent having English 
forced upon them. They. will  co- 


operate _only_by_necessity. They seu 


in Jt some sinister ulterior motive, 
some subtle form of Imperialism. We 
tell the world we believe in the prin- 
ciple of International | co-operation, 
but by ndvocating Basic English we 
ask for internatlonal domination. 


:Humanity, It must be admiftted, Is 


too steeped in National pride and pre- 
Judices Jo acquiesce willingly in such 
u plun. We have a good example of 
the result of this fvolish national sen- 
timent in our ‘own Iffe time, for did 
not the people of the Unlon of South 
Africa decide to create their own 
language Afrikanns rather’ than muke 
Engllsh their national tongue, and nas 
not Ireland more recently substituted 
itssown Gaelic for English. Yet 
these two countries are included 
within the British Commonwenltn of 
Nations. 
Historical Parallels 

Throughout the history of mankind 
there are many such examples, Latin 
was the cultural languoge of Europe 
for over a thousand years.

Tho 
fruit crop bus been excellent ond 
strawberries, raspberries, peaches, 
apricots, bananas and oranges can 
be bought fn quantities at reasonable 
prices—and without any | tiresome’ 
queuelng. ‘ 

Cigarettes are us plentiful as ever. 
and British brands, unobtainable in 
London, can be bought in every shop 
here In thelr pre-war 
whiskey, a rarity in English “pubs" 
can also be bought in all Swiss bars.

The British tourists here during re- 
cent "weeks have included two 
Cabinet ministers, —Sir Stafford 
Cripps, .President of the Board of 
Trade, and Mr Ancurin Bevan, Min- 
ister of Health.
